He has likewife caus’d to be 
publith’d an Amnefty for all thofe who fhall lay down 
their Arms, and who fhall fubmit themfelve to his 

Imperial Majefty ; and has forbidden his,Army to com- 

mit Hoftilities upon thofe whom they fhall not find 

in Arms,or to plunder any Villages. He has {ent 400 

Horfe to Leopolftad, and with them Provifions, and 

other neceffaries for the Garrifon of thatPlace. P. S. 

Juft now a Report is {pread, that the Malecontents 

were drawing together agen near Newhaufel;and that 

General Heiter having Advice of it, had command- 

ed his Cavalry to march thither, defigning to follow 

with his Infantry the 3d inftant.

The Copy of a Letter fent'to their High Mighti- 
neffes the States General of the United Netherlands, 
from Monfieur Van der Meer their Envoy at Turin, 
the 31ft of December. 

High and Mighty Lords, 

My Lords, 


H IS Royal Highnefs being perfectly well inform’d 
of the Condition of the Enemy’s Attack, caus’d 
the greateft part of his Infantry to pafs the Po, on 
Friday laft te 26th inftant in the Afternoon, and 
commanded 1000 Foot led by Count Maximilian de 
Staremberg, Major General of his Imperial Majefty’s 
Troops, and the Baron de St. Remi a Collonel, to 
march through the’ 2 Valleys and poffefs themfelves 
of the Rifing Grounds before Verue, and then to at- 
tack the Enemy in their Trenches. And this Defign 
was fo well concerted and executed, that the Enemy 
were at once attack’d in Front,Rear,and borh Flanks; 
and with fuch Succefs, that after a vigorous Refift- 
ance they were oblig’d to abandon their Trenches 
and efcape as well as they could ; our Men prefently 
feiz'd all their Batreries,burnt what was combuftible, 
nail’d their Cannon that were on the Battery on the 
Counterfcarp, and 4 Mortars, broke all the Carriages 
of their Artillery, {poil’d the Galleries of their Mines 


and fill’d up the Mouths of them, and fe much of che 

Trenches as "twas poffible ro do with 350 Men; buc 

not being provided with all Materials neceflary for 

nailing the Artillery placed on the moft remote Bat- 
teries, they did what Damage they could to them, 
and render’d them unferviceable for a time ;. Mean 
while the Alarm being {pread through the Enemy’s 
Camp,the Duke of Vendome caus'd the Piquet to ad- 
vance,but they were repuls’d as theGuard of the Tren- 
ches had been. Ac the fame time that our Infantry 

attack’d the Trenches, his Royal Highnefs caus‘d all 
his Cavalry to march from Verolongo and pafs the 
Po at a Ford near the Mouth of the Dora, under the 
Command of General Fels, who order’d Count Brey- 
ner, Collonel, with 200 Men, to attack the Duke of 
Vendome’s Quarter. The advanc’d Guards were put 
to Flight, and 40 Men were cut down, but Count 
Breyner could not puth the Enemy further, becaufe 
of an Intrenchment defended by 1000 of their Foot. 
While this was doing our Ordinary Morfe Guard at- 
tack’d the Quarter of the Spanith Troops, to give 
the Enemy Diverfion on all fides: All which {uc- 
ceeded fo well, that after our Troops had executed 
what was concerted and the Orders that were given, 
they retir’d in the Night into Verue, and to their 
former Quarters.We know not yet what the Enemy's 
Lofs was in this Action, but we took Prifoner Mon- 
fieur de Chartogne, Lieutenant General, who died 
yefterday of hi Wounds ; a Lieutenant-Collonel , 2 

Majors, 2 Captalns of Grenadiers, and 3 other Of- 
ficers. And we are inform’d Monfieur d’Imecourt 
was kill'd in this Action, with one of the principal 
Officers of the Artillery. On our fide we have loft 
the Lieutenant-Collonel of the Regiment of Lorrain, 

the Major of the Regiment of Staremberg, a Cap- 

tain of that of Taun, and 2 Captains of the Troops 
of his Royal Highnefs ; Baron Gorts, and Hamilton, 
Adjutants General of his Imperial Majefty’s Troops, 
were wounded : The Number of the Kill’d, Wound- 
ed, and Prifoners,”on our fide, amounts to about 200 

Men, This Action which may be call'd a very glc- 

rious one, has caus’d extreme Joy here. and we be- 

likve the Enemy cannot repair their Works under a 
Fortnight. Notwithftanding which, they began ye- 
fterday to fire anew with fome {mall Pieces of their 
Battery, that is on their Counterfcarp. During the 
Action, his Royal Highnefs was in Veruc, giving the 
neceflary Orders, Monfieur Belcaftel who was with 
him, and who arriv’d here yefterday, will, probably, 
fend your High Mightineffes a particular Account of 
all that pafs’d :

de Chartogne liv’d but 4 Hours after he was taken : 
And thefe Letters add, that the Duke of Savoy having 

roffer'd to exchange Chartogne’ for Gencial Vau- 
an the Duke of Vendome agteed to it, and gave 
Orders fér ferting the latter at Liberty; but being in- 
form’d the Duke of Savoy defign’d to put a Trick 
upon him; by giving a dead Man fora live one, he 
order’d General Vaubonne to be confin’d agen. Bya 
Courier that arriv’d from Spain yefterday, we learn, 
that the Catholick King has at laft refolv'd to wreft 
Gibralrar out of the Hands of the Enemy ; that in 
order to it, 1200 Grenadiers, and 4000 other Soldiers 
all Veterans, are actually marching thither from {e- 
veral Parts ; and that great Stores of Provifioris and 
Ammunition are order'd to be carried thither. ‘The 
Marthall de Teffe is to repair thither, and take upon 
him the Command of the Forces employ’d in the 
Siege ; aed the Marquis de Thoui is to ferve under 
him; the Baron de Pointis is to lead the Marines 
thither. The Duke de la Feuillade atriv’d ac Court 
fome days'ago from Grenoble, He has had che Ho- 
nour to wait upon the King, atid was receiv'd byshis 
Majefty very favourably: faid, that aftet a fhorc 
ftay at Court, he will return to Dauphiney. The 
Marthal de Villars was expected at Court likewife ; 
but we are now inform’d he will not come till the 
‘end of this Month; having fome Orders to give tor 
fpeedily reducing to theit Duty the few Camilars that 
remain in Arms, of whom fome Leaders with 40 of 
their Men have lately accepted the King’s Mercy. 
From the Harlem, Courant, dated Jan. 26. 
Amfterdam, Jan. 19. Letters from Geueva of the 
9th inftant advife, That 2 Courier paifing through 
that City with Letters from Rome for France, re- 
ported that the French had abandon’d the Siege of 
Verue: And from Liege "tis written, that Letters 
were come thither from Paris, which faid, thar the 
Marquis de Villadarias was rifen ftom before Gi- 
braltar.
